Youever, Yugoslav foremen said that a N-S rumvay was to be built in the 
center of the ficid as soon as the soil had settled enourh after the exten- 
sive veconstructior. work.

were loeated on the sovthwestern section of the field. ‘ircraft parking sites, 
without snecial markings, revetments or other installations, were located in 
the southwestern om northwestern corners of the landing field.
